•zen, and the queTtion hote ttristaooe may be most 
justly and delieately rende red i« the only one that 
perplexes tu. We mubt first uuder:staa<l the char- 
acter of tiioae persons who need aaaistaooe. Thia is 
no ordinary crisis, and the denanda, not npoa oar 
charity but upon our bi^Hherly sympathies, are ad- 
4rBSce>l to us from a wboLy difierent class of indi- 
viduals from that which usually appeals to us in 
thi> inclement season. We must therefore classify 
the needy according to their cli.ira<-iers. Tho-e 
^ranken and worthless cliaruoters who ni .ke subjects 
toT our police repuits are not to l>e treated as objects 
of charity, but as vagrants. For them we have ho 
time to spend in woids of sntreaty and reproof. 
Thiiy should not be suftVrt 'i to cat the bread of the 
worthy; they must not i>e confounded whh the re- 
si)ectal.le poor. iCvtryl)f)d_i, t-houid be fed, if possi- 
Ide. but it i.« a cruelty and an insult to confound the 
"Worthy and Imiiest iniiijreut with the dissolute end 
<ie^rad«d. Such persons, as a matter of course, 
should l>e relieved, but the condition of tMr IcUef 
•hould be a discription of punishment. 

Our unemployed mfcch.ir.ics are taking active 
Steps to relieve themselves from the distres.ies that 
threaten them. I'hey can, however, accom]ilish no- 
thiiij; whatever without the hearty assistance and 
c^-oj^ration of our business men aud capitalists. 
That they deserve aid, who can or dare gainsay? 
His heart must be of iron and the fbuniain of his 
sympathies frozen who ;it this inauspicious moment 
could for an in.-iant even reiiect upon what is tLe 
paramount duty of every man in the premises. 

We conceive that it would lie l>est to organise in 
«ver>' wanl a committee of relief — that the i)€rsonal 
attention of the members of the committee should 
be given to every individual case of destitution. 
Everj- jsood citizen should regard himself as having 
a personal duty and interest in the sul>ject. No 
man should content himself with having; subscribed 
cr donated so much. Every householder should 
find some re^jular place for the free disposal of the 
•urplus of his icitchcn and his wardrobe. There 
should be among the females of each household 
some watchful Dorcas ready to render assistance or 
give employment wherever needed. The giving of 
alms is but a part of our duty in relieving the ]>oor. 
A dollar may go a great ways, but the smile of en- 
cooiagemeDt, the hearty shake of the hand in sym- 
palky goes mnch farther. 

As we have already stated, this is a delicate ques- 
tini aad requires the most judicious handling. We 
hope that the committee appuinte 1 by the chairman 
of tbe meeting held at Masonic Hall on Saturday 
avaning will organise some definite plan of action.

To the Edttors of the LouUviUe Journal: V 
In tbe Journal of Fiiday la«t, vea neak of a Mr. 

Perry McD. Collins, whose oOcial reaideace is upon 

the Armour river in Tartary, and add, "Mr. Collins, 
who is a Californian, has recently traversed Asia, 
and, indeed, the whole breadth of the Russian Em- 
pire, from west to east, and hs is the tirst American, 
It is said, who has done it." 

This is a mistake. Mr. Jokn De Wolf returned 
to Bristol, R. I., the place of his residence, from 
such a journey in 1807 or 1808. He, in companv 
with a Russian Coont by tht name of Langsoor^, 
left St. Petersburg and travel^ tbe whole breadth 
of the Russian Empire, fhtm Vaat to east, in t ledges 
drawn by dogs. Whwi they reached the eastern 
coast of Kamschatka, they paised over to the Aleu- 
tian Islands, and from thence to the northwest coast 
of North America, where they wintered. I was a 
little girl at the tine of his return, living with my 
hmtber in la-r. Mm De Wolf, own cousin to the 
first menthmed, and recollect steing him, and hear- 
ing much of his adventures. During the summer 
of 181^i, 1 >pent two months with his wife in Boston, 
whither he had removed, and while there read a 
tx)ok published either by CountLangsdorff or Mr. De 
Wolf (I forget which), giving an account of their 
travels. I recollect that it ^ated they found tbe 
climate hi the high northern lalMde ia which they 
wintered considerably wanner than that of Boston. 
I saw, while in his house, specimens of the work of 
the native;, vshich Mr. De W lirought home with 
him. These. 1 think, were fromihe Aleutian Islands. 
This is the same Mr. De Wdf rbom Dr. Stona^ fa 
Ills life of Bi.sliop Griswold, inentioas under the 
cognomen of Nor' west John.

Powell. !i.is l)€eu made the suhjeet of char- 
acteristic Loiunierit in the editorial column* of one of 
the city pajjers. Ai the l>est response to he queru- 
lous complaints of that sheet ytc puMi-h t! -- follow- 
ing Iromthe Fr.iokff.rt Comiiionueaiih. It explains 
the whole matter. We may as well say in this lou- 
nectii^n that the leading Dem'xiratii- organ of the 
city and State lias puldished the facts of th; p irloii, 
and justified Gov, Morehead in hi> o n-luc: 

We regret to see that a Deir. x;ratic ;vnier in 
Louisville has thought proper to tind fault «ith the 
exercise of the paruonfag power bv (iov. Morehead, 
and especially in the case of yeung' Powell, who wa.s 
convicted as an aeoesaoiy to the marder of Faris, in 
Louisville. That this paper w<Miid find any fault 
with the Governor if he were a memlier of the same 
political party as ifj editor, few will brieve. It is 
all a piece of petty demagoglsm. and was written 
either for partisan purposes, or from an unconquer- 
able desire to rtvile. Like Sir Peter Teazel with 
his Udy, the editor tekes infinite satisfaction and 

fleasure in quarreling with every act of the Chief 
Ixecutive cf the S^ate. We will ijrietlv state the 
facts of the ca'e and then let the public judge whether 
all the twaddle of tli..- Louisville paper is not just so 
much stuti'and fustian. They are as follows: 

It waa represented to Gov. Mawihead that Powdl 
was convicted as an accessory to the murder of 
Fans, and that the principal and one "ther accessory 
had been subeijueiitly di.^chargeil i.y order of 'he 
Judge, and, further, that the probabilities of the 
case were, " liiat hid they all l>een tiled together 
Powell would have tieen acquitted and the other 
twoconvicted. The Jndg^ who trie<l Powell, the 
Commonwealth's Attorney, the city Judce and citv 
attorney, and all the jury, united in the api>eal to 
the (T.,verr.Mr to p irdon him, and 'u.ide out luch a 
case tiiat he tell it to be his duty to exercise bis par- 
doning power for Powell's benefit. It may not be 
amirs to atote farther, that the maet dopfai^Ma 
sequences to tbe female members ef Powell's fitmily 
have been the result of his conviction, and it was 
SUppose'l that his pardon, besides l)eing an act due 
to him and to merccy and justice, would mitigate 
tbe poignancy of their sufferings. From a personal 
examination of all the facts laid before the Governor 
by the legal authorittea of Louisville and men who.se 
otficial connection with the case would necessanlv 
cause them to speak the strictest truth, we are con- 
vinced that Gov. Morehead was not only riLtlit in 
pardoning Powell, but that he would have laid him- 
self liable to just oensun bad be not acted precisely 
as he did. How ie the Qavwntr to dtoide upon 
sucha matter if not from the testimony of tlie judge, 
prosecuting attorneys, and the jur>', all of whom in 
this ca>e represented it as the Governor's duty to 
act as he did.' It is evident that he must relv upon 
their repre:ientations. We may as well remark that 
Gov. Morehead has granted fewer pardons and re- 
missions than any of his predecessors, and invaria- 
bly demanda the aaost ineontestible evidence that he 
is right before he exercises his clemency.

GENTi.KMftx: We have received your communica- 
tion of this date, inviting us to remove to the citv 
of Lawrence, and offering your protection against 
personal violence, which you suppose lias been threat- 
ened by certain pers<jni in Lecompton. It is quite 
true^ gentlemen, that the evening succeeding oar re- 
cepuon of the Oxford retama a small mnernig ban 
of fifteen or twenty persons deaounoed our course, 
in connection with the administration of the affairs 
of Kansas; but^o threats of personal violence were 
made, as far as we have learned; and we entertain 
no wpnhensions of that nature. Even if such men- 
aces nad been made, our ofiicial duty requires our 
presence now at Lecompton, and no hazard of per- 
sonal consequences would deter us from remaining 
here. Whilst, therefore, we must decline your in- 
vitation to remove to Lawrence, we tender you our 
sincere thanks for your hospitalities so kindly prof- 
fered. We thank, you, also, gentlemen, for the ap- 
ppobatioa you have been plesSed to express, of our 
coarse in regard to tbe extraordinary returns (as 
they are called ) from O.xford. From our first in- 
spection of that d^Kument. we ne\ er doubted or 
hesitated as to its rejection. But besides the intrin- 
sic evidence cm the face Ot tbe paper itself, we deenu d 
it our duty, by a visit to that precinct, to ascertain 
the f^ts which are set fbrth in oar proclamation of the 
10th inst. From tlie period of ear entrance into this

Iron tilings, etc., 
from smith s shops are il.-o gi«Ki, ,iiid hen l e the im- 
pre.^sion of some that through it the blight waa 
cured or prevented, the fact being only that a ear- 
tain element requisite to health was exbaueted faiha 
soil. Oyster sh«ll lime is also an excellent manure. 
In England all the wood ashes are saved hy fami- 
lies, and purcha.sed by farmers at a high price, and 
have a fixed market value as much as any other 
market production. Some of tbe rich formers give 
peat to the poorer classes to bum on condition to 
mve the aelMe for them, which would be an excel- 
lent idea fa this country to adopt, particular^ fa 
New Jersey, where it can 1« found in pleiay.

Washingtox, Nov. 5 
The State Department is in receipt of dispatches 
from Wm. C.irey .Jones, but nothing of importance 
relative to Central America. Mr. Jones is neram- 
bulating from place to place without accomplikhing 
anything. Tbe administration have despaired of 
any eoed resulting from bis mission, and speak of 
detouing someone to bihij^hlm home. 

The Navy Department nave received dispatches 
from the Pacitic. Thefrii^ate Inde{>endence arrived 
at the navy yard. Mare l>land, on the 4th ult., in 
fifty-nine and a half days from Panama. Her ofli- 
cers and crew were well. The John .\dains was at 
Panama on the 17th ult., preparing to return to the 
United States. Everything on the Isthmus was 
quiet. 

. Important dispatches were also received from 
Washington Territory. J. W. Nesmith, Indian 
Agent, gives an account of the murder of Col. J. 
N. £bay, at his residence on Whidby's Island. The 
Indians who perpetrated this oomga ware from 
the British posseasioas to the northward of Puget 
Sound. The}- are fierce, warlike, and athletic — supe- 
rior in ever>' respect to tike other Indians on the Paci- 
fic coast. They have large canoes, some of which 
will bold one hundred men, and in which they pro- 
ceed to sea in perfect safety. For several j-ears 
' they have been in the b.abit of visiting.' the settle- 
i ments on Puget !»uund. sometimes for tlie j)urpose 
; of trade, and at other times to commit depredations 
: upon our people. The Briti>h traders sujjply them 
with arms and ammunition. Mr. Nesmitli recom- 
mends that one or two si»all armed steamers be 
placed in his agency aad on the etaat fir tha |Ko- 
tection of the inhabitants.

» • . novelty of the invention consists for the most 

part in constructing the vessel so that the centre of 
gravity is placed below the water li'ie. This is ef- 
fected'by constructing a chamber culled a "well" 
all along the bottom of the vessel, in which the ma- 
chinery, cools, aad ataeas oaa bo d^odlod. As it is 
not proposed that the vessel shall carry cargo, the 
centre of irravity will thus become a suspended in- 
stead of a .■«upiKrted lio.ly; and it is l>elieved that 
this peculiar formation will materially decrease the 
area of resistaaea to the water. The sides of the 
vessel rise perpendicularly from the well; aud al- 
though the appearance of"the vessel at pre.'ieut is 
anything hut graceful, the patentee is of opinion 
that her form is coni*trii .te i so as to secure the 
greatest amount of speen ccmpatible with safety. 

The improvements proposed to be carrie<l out may 
be shortly descrilied as follows: 1. Vessels built ac- 
cording to this plan show a decraaaa ia the area of 
resistance to the water full 35 per cent, when meas- 
ured against anv other ves?*l of the same breadth of 
beam and draught of w ater, thus insurmg jireater 
speed.

1 ork when finished. Ihere cau be no doubt that 
light Iroa atoaanrs, without ougo and ilriven by 
Iiigh preaaare engines, can attain yen.' great speed 
in passing through the water, but it w ould be pre- 
mature to assert tliat the vessel now building w ill re- 
alize all the anticipations which the builders liave 
formo'lctf her powers. If she does, she will be the 
precursor at great reforms in steam navigation.

Time fo» TnAXsi i.A>Ti.\ti Fkcit Trees — As a 
geoaral mk, tne proper season fbr the removal of 
trees is at any period between the cessation of growth 
in autumn — usually a little later than mid-autumn 
in the Northern States — and its recommencement in 
spring. The earlier in spring the better; but if de- 
ferred till the buds are much swollen, the mots 
should be coated immediately Vith mud and kept 
raoist till again set out. Transplanting may be per- 
formed in winter, whenever the ground is open and 
the air aliove freezing; but roots which are firozen 
\^hile out of the ground will perish unless they are 
buried before thawing. 

When it becomes necessary to keep trees through 
winter withoot mttim, aa ofttn occurs where they 
are brought from a disunce, the roots may !« placed 
sleeping in a trench on a dry spot of ground and fine 
earth ihorougiily .-[.riiikleil in amrng iheni, tilling 
up all interstices; and if tlicv are of tender kinds, 
oae-half of tlte stems may lie covered witii earth. 
Trees are often badly kept from neglect to fill up the 
cavil ies, which may be preventcl bv diisbing in wa- 
ter, as iu traiibplauting- If received late in autumn, 
after hiving I t-cn frozen, thn toots should be buried
